Prices  paid  i-qt  American  apples  at  the  Liveipool  suction  en  T7ednes- 
day,  September  28,  sho"  a  continuation  of  the  up^-ard  tendency  noted  last 
rreek,  according  to  quotations  cabled  to  the  United  States  Departnent  of 
Agriculture  by  to.  Edvrin  Snith,  the  Department's  fruit  specialist  in  Eur- 
ope.    Supplies  of  American  apples  v/ere  relatively  light  this  t^eek  except 
Virginia  York  Imperials  and  G-rimes  Golden  rhich  nere  in  rather  moderate 
supply-    The  general  tone  of  the  market  during  the  past  rreek  indicates  an 
improvement  in  the  demand  for  these  t^o  varieties  as  veil  as  for  Virginia 
Jonathans,  Ben  Davis  and  Sta^nnan  'Vine saps,  states  Mr.  Smith- 

Virginia  York  Imperials  topped  the  market  this  "^eek^  the  "Early 
Export"  grade  selling  readily  at  from  $6.57  to  $7.79  per  "barrel  compared 
"ith  $6.33  to  $6.81  per  barrel  last  -"eek,  representing  an  advance  of  from 
25  cents  to  90  cents  per  barrel.     Virginia  King  Davids  ran  a  close  second, 
hc^ever,  selling  quickly  at  from  $6>45  to  $7.79  as  compared  "ith  $5.84  to 
$6.33  per  barrel  last  '^eek,  re-nresent ing  an  increase  of  from  60  cents  to 
$1-45  per  barrel  over  the  previous  week's  quotations.    Virginia  Jonathans 
brought  only  $6.59  to  $^'.30  this  ^eek  as  against  $7.30  to  $8.52  last  i^eek. 
This  decline  ^as  the  result  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fruit 
offered  for  sale.    As  previously  stated,  there  is  an  improving  demand  fi-r 
Virginia  Jonathans  in  good  condition. 

A  nixmber  of  miscellaneous  red  varieties  from  -^-e^  York  State  v^ere 
offered  on  the  auction  during  the  past  r-eek  but  met  nith  rather  slov  de- 
mand.   Much  of  this  fruit  passed  the  hammer  at  from  $5,35  to  $6.57  per  bar- 
rel.   Ihere  ras  practically  no  demand  for  Virginia  Yellov^  NeTrtovms  although 
such  frait  as  ^as  disoosed  of  sold  at  higher  prices.     Supplies  of  barreled 
Newtonns  were  very  light  and  the  fr^J-it  r^as  in  poor  condition.     The  dem.and 
^as  also  ver^'  slow  for  Baldv^ins  and  Massachusetts  '^Vealthys.     Virginia  Bon- 
ums  continued  in  good  demand,  tiie  "early  export"  grade  in  good  ccndit ion 
selling  readily  at  from  $6.81  to  $7.06  per  barrel  as  against  S5.60  to 
$6.57  per  barrel  last  vjeek.     Although  there  V7as  much  overripe  fruit  in  the 
offerings  of  Virginia  G-riraes,  they  sold  quickly  at  from  ^5.96  to  $6.08  per 
barrel  as  against  $4.87  to  35.35  per  barrel  last  reek. 

The  m.arket  is  steady  on  dessert  apples  of  good  color  and  bright  ap- 
pearance, states  Mr.  Smith.     California  Yellov^  llevrtor-ns  and  V/ashington 
winter  Bananas  and  King  David  v;ere  in  moderate  supply  and  the  demand  in 
general  ^as  moderate.     The  Winter  Bananas  topped  the  market  in  the  boxed 
varieties,  selling  at  from  $3.28  to  $3,77  per  box.     Some  quantities  of 
Virginia  Jonathans  and  G-riraes  in  bnashel  baskets  brought  from  $1.40  to  $1.70 
per  basket , 
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The  British  narket  is  still  glutted  with  hone  gro^n  fruit  "but  the 
denand  is  weakening,  ziuch  of  it  bringing  from  40  cents  to  ipl.23  per  bushel. 
Supplies  of  English  pluns  are  just  about  cleafed  up,  states  l-lr.  Snith. 
Supplies  of  ^erican  pears  are  heavy»  Bartlett  pears  from  Tiev  York  State 
are  arriving  in  a  bad  scate  of  decaj/,  appearing  very  xmattract ive .
